According to Gregory E. Taylor, Assistant Chief, Buffalo Trace Search and Rescue, 
the active recovery phase of the search for two missing canoeists on the Ohio River ended 
on Sunday a week after it began. The body of Marty Stanaford, 19, was found on Friday, 
May 9th, near Augusta, 8 miles west of Ripley. The pair were last seen on May 3rd about 
15 miles east of the Meldahl Dam. 

Approximately 20 agencies and well over a hundred volunteers participated in the 
week long search. Due to heavy rains and thunderstorms, the search was terminated on 
Saturday, May 10th. Many volunteers reunited on Mother’s Day to pick up where they 
left off the day before. One mother was reported to have told her daughter they would 
have other days to spend together, that searching for the remaining missing boy, Cameron 
Buerger, 20, was more important. At approximately 3 p.m. on Tuesday, May 13th, a body 
was found in the Ohio River near Augusta, and was suspected to be that of the other 
missing canoeist. Identification was pending at press time. 

Other agencies, businesses and individuals assisting with the volunteers were the 
American Red Cross, Lewisburg VFD Incident Support Unit, K’s IGA, David Nickerson, 
and Valero Gas Station.

The creation of the high 
schools in the Independent 
Districts completed the de¬ 
struction of the social influ¬ 
ence of the small local schools 
by centering the interest of the 
people on the larger and more 
attractive schools. Whatever 
we may say about the small 
school’s value as a social cen¬ 
ter now, and for many years 
past, will not erase the fact 
that it has no influence and has 
had any for many years. 

The demands for a better 
curriculum have always been 
ahead of the opportunities fur¬ 
nished. That demand has been 
so great in these last few years 
and the field of the necessary 
educational effort has been so 
widened that the greatest ef¬ 
fort of the small school could 
not meet the needs. 

This fact, taken with the 
shifting population and its rap¬ 
id decrease, the improvement 
of roads and the changes in 
our avenue of travel and trans¬ 
portation, and the loss of the 


influence of the small school 
socially, have brought about 
the centralizing movement of 
today.

Today MCTC has more 
than 3,500 students enrolled 
in credit classes per semes¬ 
ter and serves more than 
15,000 individuals annually 
through workforce and com¬ 
munity development.

who deliberately disobey the 
stipulations. 

This has been the fifth 
Fiseal Year that Mrs. Donna 
Rath has obtained the grant 
that funds these dumpsters 
for the purpose of disposing 
of trash that will help to elean 
and beautify our eounty. In 
those five years, a total of 118 
dumpsters have been used 
to dispose of 589.32 tons of 
trash. Aeeompanying those 
nearly 590 tons of garbage, 
895 tires were removed 
from those dumpsters at a 
eost of $1,860.50! Dare we 
mention that during that 
time, we have hosted two 
tire amnesties that netted 
58,016 tires!

The planning took 
months and the work 
was back-breaking, but it 
was nothing but smiles at 
MSU’s Laughlin Hall Sat¬ 
urday. 

There the MSUCorps 
Build-A-Bed committee, 
team leaders and tons of 
other volunteers gathered 
to build 145 beds for chil¬ 
dren who most often were 
sleeping on the fioor. 

“The worst day of the 
process was the day we 
chose the recipients. We 
had 366 applications and 
only had 145 beds to give,” 
said AmeriCorps VISTA 
Betty Coutant. “I read one 
application that said the 
child was sleeping on a 
pallet on the fioor, the ap¬ 
plications were devastating 
to read.” 

That was before Satur¬ 
day. That child is now sleep¬ 
ing on a bed, but that’s not 
all. Children also received 
bedtime bags that included 
a pillow, sheets, blanket, 
afghan, book, night light, 
alarm clock and a hygiene 
kit - and in the case of chil¬ 
dren from Fleming, Lewis 
and Mason counties - a 
handmade quilt. 

“Every time I looked at 
the quilts I was reminded 
of what I already knew - 
there are more good, kind, 
generous and loving people 
in the world than not,” said 
Betty Coutant. 

Her husband, Jeff Cou¬ 
tant, said it was the spirit of 
volunteers who came from 
all over the eastern portion 
of the state to make a bet¬ 
ter life for a child whom 
they’d never met that made 
him recall the innate kind-

ness of people from all walks 
of life. The day before the 
build, volunteers working 
put bedtime bags together 
and moved mattresses and 
lumber to Saturday’s build 
site. 

“It really does amaze 
me how willing people are 
to help,” Jeff Coutant said. 
“You walk into this room 
that’s full of mattress and 
bedding and hundreds of 
other donated items and you 
are just overwhelmed and all 
these people show up and 
just start working. I was also 
amazed by how many young 
people were there to work 
and do it happily.” 

“I was really surprised 
how seriously the young 
people took the task of put¬ 
ting together bedtime bags. 
They took the time to know 
the child they were work¬ 
ing for and really meant to 


make each bag special. They 
would get to the stuffed ani¬ 
mals and dig through the pile 
to get just the right one,” said 
Betty Coutant. 

“One conversation I 
overheard was a young man 
with a tattoo ‘sleeve’ on his 
arm talking to a girl with 
several face piercings went 
something like ‘No, this is a 
five-year-old girl, let’s give 
her this pink bunny’ ... and 
‘Do you think this book is 
appropriate for an 8-year-old 
boy?’ recalled Betty Cout¬ 
ant. 

Beds for the Buffalo 
Trace District were financed 
by city and county govern¬ 
ments and several people 
who offered financial support 
without having been asked. 

“Surprisingly raising 
money was the easiest part 
of the process,” said Betty 
Coutant. “No request was 


denied. Government works 
so well on the local level. 
Politicians from our area 
apparently already under¬ 
stood what Jeff came to 
realize Saturday during the 
build.” 

“I don’t think I can 
understand what not hav¬ 
ing your own bed would 
be like ... I think that’s a 
basic right as a human be¬ 
ing,” said Build-A-Bed 
team leader Jeff Coutant. 
It’s very sad to think about, 
isn’t it?” 

MSUCorps Member 
Coordinator Rosita Na- 
poleoni-Milan agreed but 
made a heck of a good 
point. “It has been a very 
meaningful day because 
we are making a difference 
for the little ones ... The 
little ones will be the ones 
building the beds in the fu¬ 
ture.”

On April 15, 2014, a compliance check of registered sex offenders in the Buffalo Trace 
area, of Bracken, Harrison, Mason, Pendleton, and Robertson Counties, was conducted. 
There were a total of 84 residence checks resulting in 4 arrests for non-compliance. The 
check also resulted in 2 additional sex offenders being charged with violating the sex 
offender social networking statue for having prohibited Facebook accounts; one was 
believed to have moved out of state, three were located in jail, two were in dmg rehab, one 
was deceased, one was located in an out of state nursing home and another was found to 
be a fugitive and warrants were issued for his arrest. The ages of the victims range from 3 
years old to 18 or older. Bracken County has 17 registered sex offenders, Harrison County 
24, Mason County 27, Pendleton County 14 and Robertson County 2. 

This is the 13th compliance check for the 68 counties included in the Eastern District. 
Over 2,500 offenders were checked and approximately 170 have been arrested and locked 
up for noncompliance. Sex Offender information can be found on the National Sex 
Offender Public Website, www.nsopw.gov, and The Kentucky State Police Public Website 
at http://kspor.state.ky.us.

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SHERIFF NIEMEIER 
CAMPAIGN PROMISES 


A little over three years ago the citizens of Bracken County elected me as their next Sheriff. 
It has been an honor and privilege to serve the citizens over the past three plus years. Things have 
changed drastically in the Sheriff’s Office over this period. 

The following is an overview of what my opponent (first line by number) says he will do and 
what I have done and will continue to do to address those issues: 

1. Focus on the increasing drug problem that affects our citizens and loved ones. 

We hit the ground running to address the drug problem in the County by initiating covert drug 
investigations which resulted in the first drug raid by the Sheriff’s Office in over 30 years and 23 
individuals arrested for drug trafficking. We also have initiated the following programs to address 
the drug problem: DBA Drug Take Back; Drug Drop Box at Sheriff’s Office; Shout Out Boxes in Augusta and Bracken County Schools; 
Town Hall Meetings; Press/Informational Bulletins and the SALUTE Program in the Augusta and Bracken County Schools. We will 
continue to aggressively address the drug problem in the County. 

2. Work to decrease thefts in our community which often times are related to ongoing drug problems. 

A new detective position was developed and implemented with Bob Scott hired to fill this position in the Sheriff’s Office. This 
position is responsible for the investigation of the major crimes reported, covert drug investigations, and also court security. This posi¬ 
tion paid off big in the first year as we had several major cases involving burglary, thefts and drug related issues. Numerous arrests were 
made in these cases which helped put those that were committing crimes on notice that things had changed in the Sheriff’s Office. 

The Sheriff’s Office has increased emphasis on drug investigations and also criminal investigations in the County. This has 
included additional training of deputies on Crime Scene Investigation, Interviewing and Interrogations, reporting of crimes and follow¬ 
up investigations. The Sheriff’s Office will continue to work hard on all crimes to solve them. Burglaries and thefts have decreased 
sharply in this first term. 

3. Work to make Bracken County a safer place for you and your loved ones as well as making our community a secure place to 
raise your family. 

The Sheriff’s Office has implemented several programs to make this a SAFER County for the Citizens. These include: vacation 
checks; business checks; neighborhood watch; crime alerts/notifications; enhanced criminal investigations; enhanced drug investiga¬ 
tions; Citizen Police Academy (50 graduates); Town Hall meetings; proactive and directed patrol techniques; and a citizen complaint 
program. All of these programs are new to the County and were initiated to help make this a SAFER County for our Kids, Grandkids, 
Family and Friends to LIVE, WORK and PLAY. 

4. Ensure that everyone who works for the Bracken County Sheriff’s Office conducts themselves in a professional, honest and 
respectful manner. 

The Sheriff’s Office implemented new policy and procedures that are written to State and National Accreditation standards. 
These policy and procedures give the deputies the direction, leadership and information that they need to do their jobs effectively and 
efficiently while ensuring the Citizens’ rights are not infringed upon. They include disciplinary procedures for handling complaints or 
problems that may be encountered in the Office. These procedures are designed to ensure that personnel in the Sheriff’s Office perform 
their duties in a professional, honest and respectful manner. 

5. Increase presence at our schools. 

The Bracken County Sheriff’s Office has gone from teaching students in the school systems in the 5th and 7th grades with the 
DARE program to being in numerous class rooms with the SALUTE (Students and LawEnforcement United Through Education) pro¬ 
gram. Sheriff Niemeier and Chief Deputy Bob Scott wrote this program in the Summer 2013 because we felt that we needed a program 
that was more hard hitting and met the needs of our Community. With the SALUTE program we will be reaching kids in the 1 st, 2nd, 
5th, and 7th through 12th grades. The 1st, 2nd, 7th and 8th grade sessions are four weeks, the 5th grade session is ten weeks and the 
9th-12th grade session is one week. All of these weekly sessions are one hour long. This program is taught in the Bracken County and 
Augusta School Systems. The Sheriff’s Office is also in and out of the Schools on other occasions and will continue to pursue getting 
School Resource Officers who work primarily in the Schools through a grant program. 

6. Work harder to have a more positive influence on our children, while creating a better understanding of how we can be of more 
assistance to our youth. 

The Sheriff’s Office has implemented programs for our kids that include the Kid’s Sheriff Ranch Camp, Shop with Sheriff, 
SALUTE program and have worked with the schools, churches and other organizations with programs or events that our kids are 
involved in. Our kids are our future and it is critically important for the Sheriff’s Office to be at the forefront in making the County 
SAFE for them to grow up and be educated in. The Sheriff’s Office will continuously work with any program or group that we can to 
assist our youth. 

7. Increase patrols throughout the county in addition to the AA highway and be more visible to all citizens, while reducing crime. 

The Sheriff’s Office has become more visible throughout the County with patrols and with the programs that have been imple¬ 
mented during this first term in office. The Deputies try to get to all areas of the County and to patrol the whole County including the 
AA Highway. Crime has definitely decreased in the County due to the programs that have been implemented and the presence of of¬ 
ficers throughout the County. We will continue to be vigilant in addressing the needs of the Citizens while reducing the crime rate in 
the County. 

8. Work to fill any employment positions available in our department with citizens of our county when possible. 

The Sheriff’s Office has made every attempt possible to fill any open positions with Citizens from the County where possible. 
It is the Sheriff’s responsibility to hire those candidates that are qualified and that would do the best job possible for the Citizens of 
Bracken County. Law Enforcement positions require a lot of skills and training and I will always attempt to hire these positions from 
within the County when possible. 

Again it has been a pleasure to serve the Citizens of Bracken County over the past three plus years and I would love the opportu¬ 
nity to continue to serve as your Sheriff the next four years. I promise I will do everything I can to continue to address the issues facing 
Bracken County and to make this a Safe County to Live, Work and Play.
